Wo had on board ten entities and twenty 
as brave Siwtshes aa ever took leg bail 
before five bluejackets, when wo catted 
our anchors on tho day of sail inn; thoy 
seemed in good spirits, although casting 
many a tvistfui glan .e towards tho spot 
wht-re they thought thoir Kl mtchmen 
were curing the halibut and ti«h eggs for 
winter provender 

We had a nice breeze until we Rot mit- 
side tho harboi when— like my good for- 
tune — it left us t.i our own resource.-*, and 
we found ourselves at the mercy uf a 
heavy swell winch kept setting us in to 
wards the labyrinth of roefs, that are a 
good substitute for torpedoes, along tho 
west coast. We kopt sheering from one 
bad Spot inio a great deal worse all after 
noon, so when the doctor called out sup- 
per we wont down to supply the inner 
man with something, as a variation, to 
our monotonous bard luck. 

Whil'st enjoying my evening weed — 
and watching Punch performing some 
very acrobatic feats, in his attempt to got 
possession of the contents of tho milk 
pitcher — I heard the head sails getting 
lowered, and going on deck I saw pre- 
parations made fur camping for tho night, 
and not having thoroughly recovered since 
tho" ball, I thought I'd try the comforts 
afforded by my berth. When I turned in 
that night our health was in tho keeping 
of a fifty fathom kedgo lino, with rivo 
hundred weight of forged iron at one end 
and our vessel on tho other. 

I was awoke tho next morning by the 
alderman shouting in my ear to change 
cars and thinking there was no time to 
losu, I sprang from bed with a sudden- 
ness, the force of which carried me into 
the contra of the cabin where I came In 
contact with the breakfast table. After 
picking myself up and listoning to a con- 
soling speech of abuse, I went on deck 
and found out for the first time we were 
snder f> ill sail, which surprised me gr. a 'y 
being a very light sleeper. 1 knew thou 
what was the cause of my grand debut, so 
I went below and apologised, laying tho 
blaino to the quick movements of the Mer- 
maid. It was accepted — they Eaid the 
helmsman was steering too quick. We 
wore beating up against a head wind with 
Capo Cook peeping over our weathor cat- 
head. 

Nothing worthy of noto happoned dur- 
ing tho day, except my trying to hang on 
to the atmosphere every time the vessel 
wont down in the trough of tho sea, or 
not being able to support a stato of equi- 
libriam by that means, I used to sit down 
on deck too sudden for my own comfort, 
but generally to tho delight of the others 
who I old me to try it again, I might do 
better next time, etc., etc., but in tho ev- 
ening tho wind haulod aft so wo winged 
out and soon were registering eleven and 
r. half off tho rail. The weather continued 
favorable all that night, but when Scott's 
Islands hove in sight the next forenoon 
wo were beset with a calm which contin- 
ued until tho evening. 

That night the minstrel portion of our 
siwashes entertained us with a specimen 
of t hoir operatic performances. Thoy rtoro 
dressed in as near a resemblance to His 
Satanic Majesty as their imaginations 
could possibly invent. The musicians 
kept whining a dirge which, to iny unpro- 
fessional ear, sounded like a band of coy- 
otes serenading at a kitchen dour on thu 
prariea of Dakota, Ono. of them beat 
time with, » tambourine-shaped instru- 
ment of torture, a remembrance gift from 
tho chief of tho Jvyuquots. Thoso who 
"tripped on the light, FantaEjtio too" dis- 
played some wonderful itepri of stiff kneed 
hornpipes. The medioine was a succoss. 
We got a f ai ■ wind, and the following 
morning could just discern with the naked 
eye Triangle isle, in the Scott group

YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE 

London, Oct. L, — Servian covernmonc 
has 80,000 men under arms. It is feared 
that the king must attempt to coup do 
main beforo the conference is ci ncluded, 
becauso the finances of tho country aro 
unable to stand the present heavy drain. 
The people of Greece are at iidiisg peti- 
tions to King George, asking him to pur- 
sue a vig roils policy in connection with 
the Roumelian revolution 

Nl»BA, Oct. 2 —A in eting uf the Skupt- 
schtna yesterday has resulted iu Serviu 
demanding an extension of territory. The 
populace are clamoring for the annexation 
of Macedonia. It is probable owing to 
the large army which Servia has iu tho 
Bojdithnt she will suieechly «eiza opntjgji- 
ous territory, thus unking in re dilhcolt 
the sol ul ion of the IJi k in question^ 

London, Out 2 — \ dispatch from Ber- 
lin says it i.i uiideretn 'd in diplomatic 
ciiclcs there ihat^MStria i» secretly aup- 
portkiy S'-ivin. According to ad vices from 
t'hilup ipnlia 1 In- report, that Russia wishes 
to dethrone Prince Alexander has greatly 
angered the Roumeluus, The prince, it 
is s.iid, was never ao popular ns he is now. 
Dispatches received in Vienna say that 
everything is ready for the entrance of the 
king of Servut into old Servia on the 
oighth instant. 

Conhianii>ople, Oct. 2. — The sultan 
is receiving counsel from Prince Bismarck 
respecting the Roiimelian question, and 
probably he will adopt a policy in har- 
mony with tho German chancellor's sug- 
gestion. 

BuoiiARKsr, Oct. 2. — The king of Rou- 
mania has declared that he has formed au 
alliance with either Greece or Servia, and 
that Roumania only seeks a neutral posi- 
tion in the event of tho Rouuielian ques- 
tion resulting in war. 

Vienna, Oct. 2. —The Vienna bank re- 
ceived full sanction from the imperial 
foreign oliico before granting tho Servian 
loan. 

UNITED STATES. 

Dallas, Texas, Oct. 2 —A stage from 
San Angelo to Abilene was attacked by a 
smooth faced boy, 18 years of ago, carry- 
ing a Winchester riflo. He took posses- 
sion of the mail bags, and taking thorn on 
the prairie, rilled them and rode oil' un- 
molested. There were six passengers in 
tho coach. 

Boston, Oct. 1 .— Franklin J. Moses, 
ex-governor of South Carolina, was today 
sentenced to three years imprisonment in 
the stato prison fur obtaining money un- 
der falso pretences. 

CANADA. 
Montreal, Oct. 2. — Owing no doubt 
to tho vory excellent precautions taken 
by the maynr, tho city last night was 
quiet-, and the streetB almost deserted. 
There are threo companies of garrison 
artillery under arms at the exhibition 
buildings, with troops of cavalry doing 
patrol duty outside. There were one 
hundred constables on hand at tho cen- 
tral police Btation, but their services not 
being required they were sent home at 
10 o'clock. There were also volunteers 
on guard at the various armories. The 
chairman of the board of health stated 
last night that many had boon arrestod at 
the instance of Hon. Louis Beaubien for 
taking forcible possession of the exhibition 
grounds for a small pox hospital.

THE FARWELL DIFFICULTY. 



The report of tho proceedings in the 
magistrate's court at Harwell, which we 
publish to-day, shows that tho action of 
Sir. Sproat sad thn Previncial authorities 
haB been sustained by tho special commis- 
sioner sent from Ottawa by tho minister 
of justice to report upon the recent trou- 
ble at Farwoll. The commissioner ia Col- 
onel J. P. McLood, C. M. G., a barrister, 
formorly commanding the mounted police 
in the Northwest and now judge of tho 
McLeod district, which is south of Cal- 
vary, botweon tho Rockies and Medicine 
Hat. The oil'endiug commissioner of po- 
lice, Mr. Johnston, and all other offend- 
ers who were apprehended appeared in 
Jir. Sproat's court, withdrew their former 
plea of not guilty, and pleaded guilty and 
made full submission. In Mr. Johnaton'H 
case Colonel McLood, with Mr. Sproat's 
request, sat with the latter on the bench, 
Mr. Sproat, however, presiding. Thd 
submission of the offenders made leniency 
possiblo, and further reasons therefor are 
stated in Mr. Sproat's judgment, which 
we feel sure will commend themselves to 
tho good sense and gonerous feelings of 
the public, though somo may have desired 
a sterner punishment. It is sufficient, how- 
ever, that the law and the dignity of tho 
court was vindicated. In this province 
tho law always has been supreme, and its 
authority seldom has been attacked. The 
incident at Parwoll is the first occasion in 
the history of the province in which peaco 
officers have been attacked by ponce offi- 
cers. The outrage was of such a charac- 
ter that Mr. Sproat, whose conciliatory 
temper is well known, had to take decis- 
ive steps to assert the law. Ho has had 
throughout the support of tho Provincial 
government, and wo congratulate tho pub- 
lic on tho successful termination of the 
difficulty. It is believed that Colonel Mc- 
Leod and Mr. Sproat have agreed upon a 
modus vivendi for the future, subject to 
tho approval of the two governments. 
Farwell is now tho centre of a railway 
population of over 0000. Mr. Johnston 
had '24 special constables, and Major 
Steele also has a detachmont of about 20 
of the mounted police. Tho Provincial 
authority is represented by Mr. Sproat, 
Mr. John Kirkup and one constable. 
Under these circumstances our evening 
contemporary, in entire ignorance of tho 
facts and the law, deemed it decent, in 
scurrilous articles, to attempt to ham- 
string our slender Provincial contingent, 
contending against such odds, to assert 
tho supremacy of Canadian law and to 
uphold the dignity of our Provincial in- 
stitutions. Our evening contemporary 
sided with the lawbreakers, but, unlike 
thorn, we fear that our e. c. is too grace- 
less to make confession arid subraisoion.

ITIcCSJLLOUCillS CONDITION. 

The Insane Tragedian Visited 
by His Wife. 



Philadelphia, Sept. 24.- John Mc- 
Cullough w"aa visited at the Blooming- 
dale Iuaane Asylum yesterday by his 
wife and William F. Johnson, his coun- 
sel. McOuMougu was lying on a lounge, 
sleeping as usual. IEo arose wearily, 
but recognized his visitors readily 
enough. Mrs McCullough is a little 
slender woman, with a pleasant, mother- 
ly face and an engaging Bmile. "Ah 
Lydia," said tho actor, "is that you 
dear?" At the first glance one would 
think McCullough unchanged, but 
when he lifted his eyes the light in 
them, the weird shining of a mind dis- 
ordered, told how terrible the change 
really was, He sat quite still, button- 
ing ind unbuttoning his coab, and 
again gazing vacantly around the cozily 
furnished room/ After a while he turn- 
ed to his wife and said, "What are 
you doing here? What pleasure can 
you find in a mad-house?'' He rose ab- 
ruptly, toctered across to the wardrobe, 
took out a. white summer hat and said, 
"Well, I must be going now." Ho walk- 
ed once or twice around the room, then 
he sat down again and went on very 
buisly with the old work of the but- 
tons. He did not notice the visitors for 
a long time after that. When they were 
leaving he shook each one by the hand 
kindly and said "good-by"; but when 
one of them, a raonientjaf terward, went 
back to say another word, the actor's 
eye3 gazed glassily up into his face; 
only the wild light was in them— the 
visitors were already forgotten. Tho 
inventory of all his possessions was 
completed by Mr. Sohnson and Captain 
ConnerB in New York yesterday. Thev 
valued them at a trifle above §42,000; 
against that there are recorded debts 
of about §3,000. When the tragedian 
dies he will be buried in this city.

Martin Fuller was worse yesterday, and 
hope of his recovery has almost been 
abandoned by his friends. It 
was evident that May Jackson, tho wo- 
man who threw the vitriol at him, was 
much perturbed because of tho absence of 
hope for hia lifo, as her counsel called sev- 
eral times during the day at tho Occident- 
al hotel and anxiously inquired about 
him. There was a rumor about town dur- 
ing the evening that Fuller had died, and 
the attorney visited the hotel late at 
night to ask if it were true. 

A spoeial watchman has been engaged 
to guard the sickroom, whero two nurses 
are attending the wounded man, in order 
to prevens any visit from the Jackson 
girls, which it was thought might be made. 
It was feared that tho jugular vein would 
finally bo corroded by the vitriol, as the 
sloughing had not ceased last evening. 
The vitriol was still eating its way into 
the brain or had dono so, it was said. The 
latest report from the sickroom at an early 
hour this morning, was that Fuller was 
still alive.— S. F. Chronicle.

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, Oct. 2. — There were 
rumors last evening that a prominent 
house was in financial difficulties, and 
stories took definite shape before morn- 
ing. At tho board this morning the state- 
ment was ttiat Wm. Heath & Co. wero 
likely to fail, and that a meeting had been 
had between Gould and Commack to con- 
sider the advisability of assisting him 
over his presont difficulty. Shortly bo- 
fore midday the announcement was made 
on Exchange that tho firm wero unable ti 
meet its obligations. Tho shock is not 
nearly as great as many anticipated. It 
is impossible at present t; learn anything 
definite as to the immediate cause of the 
failure, but rumor says tho house was 
short over 100,000 shares of Btock. 

Tho firm was composed of Wm. Heath, 
Ohaa. E. Quincy and Thomas E. Davis. 
Heath has been a prominent persun on 
Wall street for about twenty years, and 
has been conspicuously identified with 
nearly all of tho leading operators on the 
street. Henry M. Smith, about whom 
rumors of financial troubles havo been 
afloat for some time past, und who has 
been a vory heavy boar operator at timoB 
for several years, says: "Tho failure is 
mainly duo_ to my operations in the stock 
market. I Bupposed tho firm was strong 
enough to carry mo through, and up to 
ton o'clock this morning I had no idea of 
their failure I am now unfortunately 
placed where I cannot pay what I owe for 
the present. I have been short of the 
market, believing , an advance unwar- 
ranted. I shall make an assignment." 
Heath & Co. havo just niado an assign- 
ment to A. R, McCanless, manager of 
their office, without preference, It is 
statod at tho office of the firm that con- 
tracts for about 100,000 shares of stock 
outstanding on Exchange, principally 
Vanderbilt'a, Laekawana avid Grangers. 

Henry M. Smith has made an assign- 
ment to Mr. CummingB, of tho law firm 
of Vanderpool, Green it Cummings, with 
preferences for wagos and salaries. The 
amount iB not stated. Smith has been a 
member of the Stock Exchange Binco.

FRIGHTFUL EXPLOSION AT 
PITTSBURGH, PA. 

A Large Number 

Several Killed. 



Prrrsuonoir, Oct. 2. — A battery of 
boilers in Clark & Co.'s Solar iron works 
exploded this morning shortly after 3 
o'clock, injuring seventeen, three fatally. 

The night turn had just been relieved 
by the day force, when a loud explosion 
startled tho workmen, and that portion of 
.tho works in the vicinity of the boilers 
filled with a cloud of death-dealing steam. 
Through the denso mist came shrieks and 
groans, whioh notified the employe's be- 
yond harm's reach that a frightful calam- 
ity had overtaken a portion of their fel- 
low workmen. As soon as tho ateam set- 
tied down a rush was mado for tho spot 
whoro tho explosion occurred, when it 
was ascertained that a mud drum of one 
of the boilers had exploded, and that es- 
caping steam had scaled soventeen mon. 
A closer investigation showed that of this 
number fourteen wero badly burned and 
that they wero fatally scalded. Almost 
immediately afterwards the frenzied 
frightened wives, mothers and children 
began to rush upon tho scone and neer 
anxiously into tho faces of tho dying men, 
seeking to identify their loved ones or in- 
quiring in agonized tones if they had es- 
caped. Women half dressed, others put- 
ting on their clothing as they ran, chil- 
dren almost nude and screaming at the 
top of their voices, crowded and jostled 
each other in a rush for the mill. Arriv- 
ing there, there was silence for a moment, 
and then a woman's wail was heard, then 
another, _ until there was nothing but a 
discordant chorus of shrieks and moans 
and cries of anguish. It was an awful scone. 
Physicians who arrived said thoy were al- 
most unnerved by tho sight, and in the 
presence of mo much human suffering, 
physical a:;d mental, The injured were 
found lying in all positions. Somo of 
them wore so far away from the battery 
that it seemed impossible thoy could be 
injured by tho explosion. Fully one-half 
of tho number hurt were boys. It is 
stated that tho engines were tested and 
pronounced safo less than a month ago. 

Later. — Two of tho victims, Thomas 
Catto and John Murray, died at the West 
Pennsylvania hospital this morning. Three 
or four others aro not expected to recover. 
The explosion was caused by tho mud eating 
through tho drum. Pieces of tho drum 
picked up were not more than tho thirty- 
socondth part of an inch in thioknoBs.

Divisional Court. 

(Colore Mr. Justice Crease and Mr. Justice Grey.) 

Provost vs. Hoy Jai Yen and Jum 
Kwong Yen. — This was an action brought 
by Mr. Prevost us receiver of tlie estate 
of Kwong Lee & Co. against tho defend- 
ants for an account of their dealings with 
the estate. 

Immediately after issuing the writ Mr. 
Wilson (Davie & Wilson) applied to the 
ohiof justice for u writ of re exeat regno 
reading in support an affidavit of the 
plaintiff sotting forth that the two defend- 
ants had been managing the business of 
Kwong Lee rt Co. at Yale, and after Mr. 
Prevost's appointment as receiver had 
still coutinued to carry on the business 
up to the time when the stock and 
premises were sold by the sheriff. That 
they had failed to account to him for tho 
business done, goods sold and money re- 
ceived or paid, and had nut delivered up 
the bonks und were about to depart be- 
yond ihe jurisdiction of the court 

Tho chief juetice granted the writ and 
ono of the defendants Jum Kwong Yen 
was arrested and held to bail in the sum 
of §5000. The other defendant has not 
yet been found. 

Mr. Richards Q. C, and Mr. Helmc- 
ken, on the 24th Sept., moved beforo the 
chief justico to quash the writ and dis- 
charge the prisoner upon his affidavit 
denying that ho was about to leavo tho 
country, and stating that ho had been em- 
ployed by Kwong Lee & Co. as a porter 
and had had nothing to do with tho books 
or the money. 

Tho chief justice adjourned tho motion 
for ono day for tho plaintiff to file affida- 
vits, in reply, and on tho further hearing 
affidavits were read showing that the pri- 
soner had been tho roal manager of the 
business at Yale had charge of the cash, 
and had left there accompanied by the 
other defendant taking the books with 
them. 

Tho ohief justice dismissed tho motion. 

Tho prieonor appearod and on Thurs- 
day last Richards, Q. C, moved the 
divisional court for his dischargo on the 
ground that the receivor could not bring 
an action without tho leave of tho court. 
That tho affidavit in support of the writ 
waB dofective in that the plaintiff had not 
sworn that any sum of money was due 
and that thore was no positive statement 
that the prisoner intended to leave the 
province. 

The learned counsel cited numerous 
authorities in support of his argument as 
to the insufficiency of tho affidavit strongly 
urging that notwithstanding that the writ 
was ono that formerly only issued out of 
the court of chancery, tho plaintiff must 
pledge his oath that he at least believed 
some Bum certain was payable by the de- 
fondant. Shortly after the conclusion of 
learned counsel's argument tho court ad- 
journod, and to-day Air. Wilson for the 
plaintiff was heard in reply. He contend- 
ed that bo far as the conduct of the action 
was concerned, leave was not necessary. 
That the writ was an equitable writ, and 
did not iBsuo as of crown but at the discre- 
tion of tho judge, Tho judge haB exer- 
cised his discretion and it would require a 
strong case for tho court to review it. 
Here the defendant was in the wrong and 
was relying on alleged defects in the pro- 
cedure to escape. If the altidavit was do- 
fective it waB not fatal, but the court 
would enquire into the merits which it 
would not do if it was a common law writ 
of eapais. It was clear something was 
due and it was owing to tho defendant's 
wrong doing that no sum certain could bo 
sworn to. Ho was seeking to take advan- 
tage of his own wrong. He had been 
placed, or rather continued by tho re- 
ceiver, in a duciary position, and abused 
his trust and until ho cleared himself of 
his contempt the court would not in- 
ter f oro for his reliof. Ho was righteously 
in prison, Mid u defect in procedure oc- 
casioned by himself should not be the 
means of releasing him 

The hearing which occupied the wholo 
of yoiterday and part of to-day, was held 
in Mr. Justice Gray's chambers, the county 
court beforo the Ohief Justico being held 
in court room . 

Judgment was reserved.

The following is the record of tho pro- 
ceedings of the trial of George Hope 
Johnston and others at Farwell on tho 
23d of September. Col. McLeod, com- 
missioner of police, having arrived in 
town, Mr. Sproat requested hiin to sit on 
the bench at the trial of Mr. Johnston, as 
he. would otherwise have seut the prisoner 
to Kamloops assizes: 

magistrates' sitting. 

(Bufore Gilbert Malcolm Sprout, Esci., S. II., add 
Colonel J. V McLcod, O. M. Q , couimis- 
sionur of police, etc.) 

George Hope Johnston, commissioner 
of police, appeared on a remand charged 
with obstructing special constables John 
Milos and Arthur Hubbard, and with 
abetting the rescue of James Kuddick 
from lawful custody. 

The defendant withdrew bis plea of not 
guilty, ami pleaded guilty and made sub- 
mission to the court. 

Mr. John Kirkup, chief of police in the 
district of Kootenay, asked, in considera- 
tion of tho defendant's plea, that tho 
charges bo reduced to the scale of com- 
mon assaults. 

Mr. Sproat— "Do you speak on behalf 
of the three constables aggrieved /" 

Mr. Kirkup— "I do; they do not wish 
for a vindictive penalty, but only that the 
position may be made clear." 

Mr. Sproat — "Tho position 1 make 
clear in u few words. A notion prevails 
that in these cases, theru is a question 
between the Dominion and the province. 
This is not so. It is tho law of Canada 
that is concerned, thu law that chiefly I 
administer in this court, and as a token 
of the unity and diversity of our Cana- 
dian institutions, I am p,l;id, in these 
cases, to-day, to have associated with mo 
a distinguished judge from a sister terri- 
tory on the other side of the mountains. 
There is no question as to the law that is 
applicable to these cases. 

Anyone who obstructs a peace officer in 
the execution of hia duty is liable to an 
indictment (Reg. vs. McDonald, 4, Allen 
440) and the fact that a defendant did not 
know that tho person assaulted was a 
peace officer, or lint he wus acting in tho 
execution of his duty, furnishes no de- 
fence. It is sufficient that tho constable 
was actually in tlie execution of his duty/ 
at the time of tho ass mil (Iteg. vs. Forbes, 
10 Cux DO'J). There may have boen in 
the mind ot the defendant in these cases, 
or iu the mind of some adviser of bis, a 
notion connected with whatever motives, 
that the defendant, having no equal auth- 
ority with this court, could lawfully issue 
a contrary command, but, such a notion, 
if it did exist, is incorrect. 

The law says that if the process is reg- 
u lar and executed by n proper officer, an 
obstruction even by a peace officer, is il • 
legal. It is so on the established prin- 
ciple that if one having a sufficient auth- 
ority, issue a lawful command, it is not in 
tho power of any other having no equal 
authority, to issue a contrary command, as 
that would legalize confusion and disorder 
(Ruasol onC/imea, 571). 

These are truisms of the criminal law 
not worth a reannouncemont from the 
bench, but for tho ignorance manifested 
hero with rospect to tho matter by the de- 
fendant and his legal adviser. 

The extreme penalty on summary con- 
viction for assaults on the constables 
Milos and Hubbard is six months hard 
labor and §100 lino in each case. 

Tho felonious abetting of the rescue of 
Jamoa Ruddick from custody of constable 
John Miles is a graver offence, which 
might bo puniched in the penitentiary. 

Such is tho law applicable to these cases 
and such the extreme penalties, were con- 
victions obtained. Tho evidence, so far 
as taken, was such as to incline mo tu 
send the defendant to the assizes, Tho 
submission, however, which tho defend- 
ant inakos to tho court, and other facts 
to be hereafter mentioned, materially 
change the wholo aspect of the charges 
that affect him. These charges aro much 
of the nature of contempt, and the orac- 
tice of the higher courts is to deal lenient- 
ly with offenders who make submission. 
It is a peculiarity in the prosent cases, that 
is to say, all the persona concerned aro,or 
at tho time of the assault, were connected 
with the police foroe. Tlie chief of the 
police for this district in tho absence of 
tha superintendent of police for the prov- 
ince, who wu3 expected hero, but has not 
arrived, asks that the charges be reduced 
to the scale of common assaults from the 
graver chargo of assaulting and obstruct- 
ing peace officers in the lawful perfor- 
mance of their duty. 

There is the further externnation of the 
defendants conduct that, as the court is 
well assured und believes, he ncted 
throughout on orroneous legal advice. 
This destroys tho presumption that he 
was wilfully and recklessly obstructing 
or causing the law to bo obstructed. Jt 
places him before tho court in the position 
of one who has -committed a lamentable 
error of judgment which ho now recog- 
nizes and aokmnvledgea. It would be be- 
neath tho dignity of the court to inflict a 
vindiativo penally. The roquest of tho 
prosecutors that the charges bo reduced 
to tho soalo of common assaults, and dealt 
with under section 4il of Vict. 32-33, 
chap. '20, is therefore, granted. Hut, in 
making this concession, or rather in doing 
what, under tho circumstances, hardly 
could be refused, it has to bo remembered 
that if this court is to hold tho balance 
even in tho phase which thoy now assume 
are not confined to their conaoqiicucos io 
tho persons directly concerned, but come 
under tho viow of ^hja court; further, as 
being injurious to tho community in gou- 
arah The public have an interest in hav- 
ing redroaa tendered and wrong doing pun- 
ished, to doter other persons from otfend- 
in like manner. 

A lino must be inflicted, and tho court 
adjudges that you, George Hope Johnston, 
pay §10 in each of the three c.iscs of .V'hu 
Mills, Arthur Hubbard and >John Mills, 
with §9 75 costs, to bo paid within two 
weeks and in default one month's impris- 
onment, mdoss sooner paid. That is the 
adjudication of tho court in these ca^'ja. 

Commissioner McLeod, after Mr. Sproat 
had, as above delivered judgment, retired 
from the bench, <>nd Mr Sproat, sitting 
alone, disposed of the other oases,, reuni- 
ting the. mountod policemen (on their 
pleading guilty and making Hubmiasion) 
to their own officers for trial, 

Warrants wore issued for the appre- 
hension of 80tno of the Dominion special 
ooustaWea who have Hod from justice. 
The court then rose.

AhLim, a Chinaman, pleaded guilty to 
a charge of stealing a wringing machine 
from a storo on tho cornor of Yates and 
Douglas streets. The prisoner, who is an 
old offender, was sentenced to three 
months' imprisonment with hard labor. 

Accident to tlie Triumph. 

It was discovered about a week ago 
that the lining of ono of the cylinders of 
H. M.S. Triumph's engine had cracked, a 
distance of six feet five inches in circumfer- 
ence. This will necessitate tho casting of 
a new- pieco. but whether it will be repair- 
ed hero will not be known until aftor the 
arrival of Admiral Seymour from the 
mainland. 

Vthe Enterprise. — Captain Rudlin.who 
h superintending the wrecking of tho 
above Bteamer, has had all tho machinery 
and engines taken out and removed to 
Spratt's wharf. Some difficulty is expe- 
rienced in removing tho boiler, as the 
tides flow in and out of the sunken ves- 
sel, thuB preventing the men from work- 
ing on it. 

A P O. Sidewalk — The postal authori- 
' ties yesterday commenced tho repairing of 
the cement sidewalk in front of tho post- 
office building. The work has been much 
needed, and will bo appreciated by the 
general public. 

The BrjRQH Mystery —Proctor will 
appear in the police court this morning, 
charged on remand with tho murder of 
Burgh. It is understood that sufficient 
evidence ia forthcoming to commit Proctor 
for trial at tho autumn assizes. 



Obit.— Mr. R. B. Thompson, dentist, 
has received intelligence of tho death of 
his fathor, Jas.

It 
is possible that thieves know 
this, and havo little fear of 
detection in dealing with us, although we 
never advertise 'no questidnsS'askcd. We 
have offered rewards of froms;! to $1,000, 
and in nearly overy Instance we have re- 
covered ihe property. The average re- 
ward is one quarter of the intrinsic value 
of the property. That is as much as the 
thief or tinder could hope to sell it for, 
and by bringing it to us ho avoids the 
danger of gut iug into trouble. If less is 
offered, or if the loser waits too Ion:, 
there is very littlo chance of recovering 
lost property. The under may watch for 
a reward for three days, but after that he 
considers it 'findings — keepings.'

Futilities* of Imported ra n. 

[AVasliirjgtou Cor. Cleveland Leader.! 

Great quantities of rags are shipped to 
the U uited States from all parts of the 
world. They are used for making neper, 
and aro sent from the seaboard to the \a 
rious paper mills throughout the country. 
The annual importation amounts to about 
590,000 bides. Knch bale contains from 
'100 to l.i-'OO pounds of rags. They are 
tightly pressed together, and come into 
this country securely bound for shii ping. 
You can have no idea of the sources from 
which thess rags are obtained. A large 
amount of them come from Japan, and 
thousands of bales from Calcutta. 

The Calcutta rags are the worst. They 
aro made up in a large part from tho 
wrappings of dead bodies. The bodies of 
the dead are thrown into the river, and 
when these rags ! oat ashore, or can tic 
otherwise gotten, they are shipped here 
for the paper trade. Sometimes impuri- 
ties of different kinds creep into the bales. 
In one bale not a long time ago a dead 
l>aby was found, ami in other bales other 
foul matter has been discovered. 

The Egyptian rags are largely tainted 
with camel's manure; anil those gathered 
from the gutters and streets of Shanghai 
are foul beyond description. A great 
amount ' f rags comes from Japan to us, 
I think 'here are more than 4O,0e0 bales 
now on tho way. Some of the rags sent 
to this country come from districts in 
which infectious diseases aro raging, and 
it is a fact worth noticing that all of the 
vessels arriving here in which small- pox 
has broken out have been vessels carrying 
rugs. 

Cureless In Penmanship. 

[Chicago Journal. | 
Tho importance of writing distinctly 
when writing for publication was recently 
illustrated in a magazine in London. In 
a clergyman's letter from Asia, he meant 
to write the "people of Judea, " but tho 
printer made it "the people of India." 
The manuscript was submitted to an ex- 
pert chirographist, who decided that the 
printer was entirely justified. The clergy- 
man's "Judea, " as written, had an 1 in- 
stead of a J, an n instead of a u, and it 
was impossible to decide whether the next 
to the last letter was intended for an c or 
an i, it being as much like one as the 
other. 

People who write carelessly and indis- 
tinctly, when writing for publication, 
have nobody but themselves to blame 
when mistakes are mado in printing 
names of persons or places. The printer 
is usually wonderfully expert in decipher- 
ing bad writing, but he can not perform 
miraclea As an experiment, let the 
reader hastily write down tho words 
Judea and India, without dotting the i of 
the latter, and then submit, it to a com- 
pany of friends to decide "which is which 
and which is 'totiier. " 



Revolutionizing the Map. 

According to recent advices, a coun- 
try lias disappeared from the map of 
South America. Patagonia, a name 
familiar to every student of geography 
anil ethnology, and which appears in 
the most widely read books relating to 
navigation, whether historical, narra- 
tive or fictitious, has ceased to oxist. 

A year or two ago both the Argen- 
tine Confederation and Chile began to 
make aggressive movements to tho 
southward. These forces of the two 
republics came in contact, and there 
was at one time imminent danger of 
war. Some collisions did actually oc- 
cur, and only the greatest forbearance 
on the part of tho two governments 
prevented the outbreak of hostilities 
between them. They at length came 
together and agreed to a peaceable di- 
vision of the plunder which each had 
manifested a desire to monopolize. 

In the settlement of the dispute be- 
tween these two nations, Chile took all 
the western coast of Patagonia to the 
extreme southern point of the continent 
including also a strip across the south- 
ern coast, the Straits of Magellan, the 
island group called Terra del Fuego, 
and all the islands on the Pacific Coast. 
Tho Argentine Confederation seized 
the balance of the country from the 
eastern slope of the Andes to the At- 
lantic. 

The islands on the western coast, 
which fell to I he possession of Chile are 
said to contain valuable mines of coal 

[ anil metals. The sections which are oc- 
cupied by the Argentine government 
consist of broad, elevated pampas, on 

| which vast herds of cut t le, sheep and 
horses graze, and which ar-i regarded 
as very valuable. Chile, by occupying 
advantageous points in the Straits of 
Magellan, can also command entirely 
the commerce between the Atlantic 
ami the Pacific Oceans, or drive it be- 

; yond and around Cape Horn.

The matter of telling 
colors is tested by showing the candidate 
a skein of yarn either red. green, or pink, 
and then after he has told which it is, he 
is told to pick a number of .skeins from a 
bundle of various colors which will at all 
resemble the color first named. To pick 
out all the shades that may be found in 
the bunch is no small task, and very few 
of the candidates pick them all out. 
There are no very glaring mistakes made 
by the boys.
